AIDS  Discussed  By 
Dr.  Mathilde  Krim 

Dr.  Mathilde  Krim,  a  world  renowned  research 
scientist,  will  discuss  the  disease  AIDS:  What 
It  Is,  What  It  Is  NOT  at  an  Open  Meeting  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Women’s  Evening  Group  on  Mon¬ 
day,  November  25  at  7:30  p.m.  The  congrega¬ 
tion,  and  its  friends  are  urged  to  attend. 

For  some  time  now,  not  a  day  has  gone  by  that 
this  dreaded  disease  is  not  reported  upon  in  some 
manner  by  the  media.  But  it  was  the  disclosure 
and  subsequent  death  of  movie  star  Rock  Hud¬ 
son  that  raised  the  collective  consciousness  of  this 
country  and  directed  the  attention  of  the  world 
toward  this  increasingly  menacing  medical 
phenomenon.  Is  this  a  NEW  disease?  Why  has 
it  all  but  disappeared  on  the  African  continent, 
where  it  began,  only  now  to  be  ravaging  white, 
western  populations?  Are  we  seeing  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  a  pandemic  similar  to  the  pandemic  of 
influenza  in  1918? 

During  the  time  of  Rock  Hudson’s  public 
acknowledgment  of  his  disease,  the  medical 
authority  most  sought  after  by  the  media  for 
sound  information  was  Dr.  Mathilde  Krim,  a 
member  of  our  congregation. 

Dr.  Krim’s  research  credentials  are  most  im¬ 
pressive.  For  the  past  20  years  she  has  been  in 
the  forefront  of  innovative  research  on  cancer  and 
related  immunological  disorders.  Currently  she 
heads  the  Interferon  Laboratory  at  the  Sloan- 
Kettering  Institute  for  Cancer  Research.  She  is 
also  the  chairperson  of  the  Interferon  Advisory 
Committee  of  the  American  Cancer  Society.  She 
sits  on  many  medical  committees  and  boards  and 
has  published  widely.  Two  years  ago,  she  serv¬ 
ed  as  the  chairperson  of  a  session  on  the  current 
research  in  AIDS  at  the  New  York  Academy  of 
Sciences  Conference  on  Acquired  Immune  Defi¬ 
ciency  held  here  in  New  York.

A  New  Yorker  Speaks 

For  three  successive  weeks  the  New  Yorker 
magazine  published  a  series  of  long,  detailed 
treatises  on  the  Lubavitcher  Hasidim  living  in  the 
Crown  heights  section  of  Brooklyn.  Well  re¬ 
searched,  documented  and  filled  with  the 
minutiae  w'hich  form  the  framework  of  their  lives, 
these  articles  were  doubtlessly  read  and  admired 
by  thousands  of  people.  The  author,  new  to 
Jewish  life,  was  obviously  deeply  impressed  and 
sincerely  moved  by  the  goodness,  the  spirituali¬ 
ty  and  the  holiness  of  Hasidic  life.  It  is  difficult 
not  to  be  filled  with  admiration  for  the  total  com¬ 
mitment  that  these  people  have  toward  their 
rebbe,  their  faith  and  their  separateness. 

So  why  was  I  bothered  by  these  articles?  I  am 
fully  aware  of  the  dedication  and  enthusiasm  of 
the  Lubavitcher  sect,  and  I  know  of  their  many 
contributions  to  Jewish  education  and  to  many 
individuals  like  Sheina  in  the  articles,  who  have 
found  complete  happiness  by  immersing 
themselves  in  a  community  totally  self-contained 
and  separate  from  the  world  as  we  know  it. 

What  bothers  me  is  the  thought  that  many  Jews 
may  feel  that  this  is  “the  true  Judaism”  and  that 
anything  else  is  a  copy,  is  not  authentic,  has  no 
real  spirit.  Philosophically,  it  is  always  easier  to 
throw  oneself  heart  and  soul  into  a  faith  with  no 
questions  asked,  no  doubts  to  plague  one’s  ra¬ 
tional  mind,  to  submit  oneself  to  the  jurisdiction 
and  will  of  a  rebbe.  No  doubt,  their  extremism, 
colorful  dress,  and  utter  devotion  make  for  very 
colorful  copy.  Hence  these  articles  reach  the 
unlikely  pages  of  the  New  Yorker. 

As  for  me,  I  am  proud  of  my  brand  of  Judaism. 
It  speaks  not  only  to  my  soul  but  also  to  my  mind. 
I  reject  obedience  to  anyone  but  my  God,  and  I 
hold  all  other  Jews  in  respect,  not  merely  in 
tolerance.  I  love  my  synagogue,  where  modern 
men  and  women  gather  with  their  families  by 
their  side,  to  pray,  to  be  surrounded  by  beauty 
in  art  and  in  music.  I  love  Judaism,  but  I  do  not 
separate  myself  from  the  great  American  and 
world  cultures  in  which  I  live. 


Who  knows,  perhaps  some  day  the  New  Yorker 
will  devote,  if  not  three  articles,  perhaps  at  least 
one  to  nonnative  Conservative  Judaism.  One  can 
live  in  hope!

To  Israel? 

The  Synagogue  Council  of  America  has  writ¬ 
ten  to  every  Rabbi  in  the  country  urging  him/her 
to  stimulate  tourism  to  Israel  during  the  new 
Jewish  year  that  has  recently  begun.  Composed 
of  national  rabbinic  and  congregational  organiza¬ 
tions  of  the  Conservative,  Orthodox  and  Reform 
movements  in  the  United  States,  the  Council  has 
inaugurated  a  campaign  called  “Operation  Friend 
to  Friend”. 

Believe  it  or  not,  most  American  Jews  have 
never  been  to  Israel.  In  fact,  less  than  a  quarter 
of  the  community  has  visited  Israel.  Last  year 
there  were  more  Christian  tourists  than  Jewish 
visitors  in  Israel,  the  number  of  Jewish  visitors 
numbering  only  35%.  Tourism  helped  Israel’s 
trade  balance  in  1984  in  the  amount  of  $1.1 
billion,  yet  that  figure  only  represents  the  tip  of 
the  iceberg.

New  Kind  of  Israel  Bond

Our  Selihot  Service 
Telecast  Coast-To-Coast 

Our  Selihot  service,  telecast  by  the  American 
Broadcasting  System  from  coast-to-coast,  was 
seen  by  eight  million  people  and  has  resulted  in 
glowing  letters  of  praise  and  appreciation  from 
all  parts  of  the  United  States.  The  telecast,  en¬ 
titled  “The  Night  of  Awe”,  was  offered  by  the 
American  Broadcasting  Company  as  an  ABC 
News  Special  and  was  presented  in  cooperation 
with  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of 
America.  It  was  viewed  in  the  New  York  City 
area  over  WABC-TV,  Channel  7,  Sunday, 
September  15,  1985,  from  12:30-1:30  p.m.  and 
over  ABC  television  channels  in  other  parts  of 
the  country,  either  during  the  same  hour  or  at 
another  time. 

The  Preparations 

The  preparations  for  the  telecast  began  some 
time  earlier  with  meetings  between  Robert  Mur¬ 
phy,  producer  and  director  of  special  events  at 
ABC;  Milton  Krents,  head  of  the  radio  and  tele¬ 
vision  department  of  the  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary  of  America;  Adele  Breen,  his  assis¬ 
tant;  Barrie  Modlin,  Executive  Director  of  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  and  Rabbi  Nadich.  On- 
camera  takes  were  shot  on  Wednesday, 
September  4,  including  the  opening  and  closing 
of  the  program  by  Rabbi  Nadich.  The  2 'A  minute 
opening  included  a  brief  description  of  the  history 
of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  the  meaning  of  the 
Selihot  service  and  a  link  between  the  event  and 
the  40th  anniversary  of  the  end  of  World  War  II 
and  the  40th  anniversary  of  the  liberation  of  the 
concentration  camps. 

Other  shots  taken  the  same  day  were  those  of 
the  exterior  and  interior  of  the  synagogue  and 
school  building,  Alan  Levine  blowing  the  shofar, 
close-ups  of  the  Holocaust  Torah,  the  memorial 
plaque  listing  the  names  of  the  men  of  the  con¬ 
gregation  killed  during  World  War  II,  the  dome 
of  the  sanctuary  and  two  of  the  Adolph  Gottlieb 
stained  glass  windows  illustrating  Rosh  Hashanah 
and  Yom  Kippur. 

On  the  night  of  Saturday,  September  7,  the  en¬ 
tire  Selihot  service  was  shot  with  close-ups  of  the 
participants  on  the  pulpit  and  of  worshipers  in 
the  congregation.  Frequently,  the  camera  would 
center  on  Rabbi  Nadich,  Rabbi  Wechsler,  Can¬ 
tor  Lefkowitz,  Martin  J.  Milston,  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  Joel  J.  Cohen,  Honorary 
President,  members  of  the  choir  and  individual 
worshipers.  The  presence  of  cameras  and 
microphones  in  the  sanctuary  did  not  in  any  way 
disturb  the  regular  flow  of  the  service  or  distract 
the  worshipers. 

The  Television  Program 

Eight  days  later,  on  September  15,  the  eve  of 
Rosh  Hashanah,  the  Selihot  Service  of  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  was  shown  to  a  national 
television  audience.  The  disparate  segments  were 
skillfully  integrated  into  a  unified  program  of 
artistic  merit.  The  words  spoken  and  sung  were 
inspiring,  the  music  was  up-lifting  and  the  sanc¬ 
tuary  never  looked  more  beautiful.
